c. Explanation of the procedures producing potential pain and/or distress: Induction of melioidosis, 
with flu-like clinical signs. 

d. Scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved, with methods used to 
determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results: The hamster is the 
standard model for this disease and was requested by the CDC. This study supported an application 
to the DSAT to examine a unique strain of the organism and Select Agent requirements. It was a 
dose-finding study, with which the use of any antimicrobial, anti-inflammatory, or analgesic agent 
would invalidate. Animals were checked frequently and humanely euthanatized once neurological 
signs were displayed. Alternatives to these studies were also sought using literature database 
searches. 

e. Federal regulations requiring these procedures (agency, CFR): Centers for Disease Control (CDC), 
Division of Select Agents and Toxins (DSAT).

Red-Liqht-Rearinq 

Description: In one study, animals are reared from birth in a standard animal housing room illuminated 
by red light only to investigate the shaping of visual pathways during development. The level of 
illumination is comparable to that of normal indoor lighting, only the spectral composition of the light is 
different. Animals reared or housed in this environment show no behavioral differences from those 
reared under normal fluorescent lighting. 

Protocol, Species, and Number Affected: 12076 - Tree shrew (26) 


Feed Requiation 

Description: In one study, access to food is limited to 2 hours in the morning and 2 hours in the 
afternoon during a specific time period following oral dosing to ensure adequate drug absorption. This 
provides ample opportunity for appropriate caloric intake.

Description: In one study, food rewards will be used for training animals to specific tasks. The animals 
will be fed daily a nutritionally-appropriate amount based on body condition score, weight gain/loss, and 
energy requirements.

Space Requirements 

Description: In one protocol, just prior to farrowing sows are housed in a pen modified to prevent 
crushing of pigs yet maintaining their ability to nurse. Floor space in the farrowing pen is limited and

does not allow the sow to turn around. Once farrowing is complete and the pigs are nursing well, the 
floor space for the sow is progressively increased to the standard size.

Tethering 

Description : Several protocols require that animals remain tethered to the front of their primary 
enclosure to reduce the potential for dislodging percutaneously externalized catheters and monitoring 
cables. Although this tether allows normal eating, drinking, standing, lying down, and other normal 
postural movements, it does prevent turning around, and is therefore considered an exception to USDA 
Regulations. Note that the animals are acclimated to this housing and monitored intermittently 
throughout the workday and continuously after-hours by specially-trained staff.

Summary of lACUC approved exceptions to the standards and regulations under 
the Act 

There were 2 lACUC approved exceptions to the standards and regulations under the 
Animal Welfare Act where animals were used during the period of October 1, 2013 
through September 30, 2014. Both of these approved exceptions involved non-social 
housing (single housing) of nonhuman primates. 

1 . 17 Rhesus macaques (Macaca mulatta) were exempted from social housing by 
the lACUC. The exemption was scientifically justified by the need for daily feed 
consumption data. 

2. 5 Rhesus macaques {Macaca mulatta) were exempted from social housing by 
the lACUC. Single housing was scientifically justified by the need for cage side 
and video behavioral evaluations of the individual animals as they perform 
trained tasks. Previous attempts to conduct this test or modify the test for use 
with paired animals have been uniformly unsuccessful. Compatible animals are 
returned to social housing at the completion of the required testing regimen.
